Laverich 2 “| would adopt @ passive imeans, 
and, if necessary, they can take iny life." 

Asked whether he wanted his case ta be 
heard by the Vribanal in viow of all he had 
suid, Laverick gave authority for thom ta 
hear him, bat refused tm abide by their 
decision. "Theres is nothing personal” he 
explained, 

The ‘Tribunal sid not feel that Laverick's 
objection to Gonacciplion was associated with 
conscience. “A is a mation of his awn feeling, 
rather,” remarked Sir Gerald Hargreaves, “We 
don’t feel that that is far cough.”

Last week we read how the white people 
in South Africa attucked Gandhi as soon as 
he returned to their land, but some kind 
friends enabled him to escape. 
GANDHI now took up the old life 
again. He was busier than ever. In 
addition to his work as a successful bar- 
rister, there was much to be done for his 
countrymen. 
lhe Government had begun making new 
laws to make life difficult for Indians and to 
prevent them from prospering, and Gandhi 
had to struggle more than ever before. 

There was also the education of his little 
boys to see about. As there were no Indian 
schools in South Africa, and he did not want

his children to go to a European school and 
forget their mother tongue, he decided to 
feach them himself. 

He always talked to the Jitthe boys in 
Gujerati, and he gave them their Iessons in 
Gujerat, too.

This kindness came from the great love of 
the sick that had always been in his heart 
ever since he was a little boy. fle had never 
lost his longing to be a doctor, either.

So he began to go daily to a free hospital 
kept by a Christian missionary. There he 
Ollered his services for two hours a day, pre- 
paring and giving out medicines in the 
dispensary. 

Most of the patients were very poor Indian 
labourera and Gandhi was very happy to have 
this further chance of serving his own people.

“* were born to Kasturba. The first 
two sons jad been named Harilal (beloved of 
Hari) and Manilal (precious ruby).

JF the purpose of the pacifist movement 

was, Or ever has been, to maintain a 
heavily armed and = precarious truce to 
actual fighting, the remarks of my corres- 
pondent would be relevant to the present 
situation, and undoubtedly perfectly true. 


But the purpose of the pacifist movement has 
no relation at all to this. Plainly, it 1s a fact 
that the totally destructive power of the H- 
bomb dovs have an effect on the Great Powers 
which prevents them, at least temporarily, from 
rushing into a trial of strength over questions 
Mm dispute, rather than discussing and negotiat- 
ing. 

But to believe that to achieve this has been 
the purpose ot pacifism, displays an extra- 
Ordinary misunderstanding of the meaning of 
the word, and even, indeed of the meaning of 
peace,

Peace is something entirely different from 
an atmosphere in which the major powers are 
reluctant fo daunch a world war because it 
would destroy, in all probability, the human 
race, but nevertheless will surrender nothing of 
their potential means to do so, 

A world in which this situation exists, and 
in which there are wars in Cyprus, Algeria, 
and Kenya and threatened wars in Egypt, Israel 
and Formosa, can scarcely, even in the minds 
of the most optimistic, be called peaceful.
